1980/81   WORLD  SUGAR  AND  MOLASSES  PROSPECTS  « 


SUMMARY 

World  sugar  production  in  1980/81  is  expected  to  show  some  recovery  from 
the  reduced  level  of  the  previous  year.  Output  is  currently  forecast  at 
about  87.1  million  metric  tons  _]/»  up  almost  3  percent  from  the  revised 
estimate  of  84.6  million  for  1979/80.  Assuming  a  world  consumption  offtake 
in  1980/81  of  90  million  tons,  this  would  indicate  a  stock  drawdown  of 
almost  3  million.  Of  course,  the  higher  prices  brought  on  by  this  tight 
supply  situation  could  further  reduce  demand,  as  they  appear  to  have  done  in 
1979/80.  Revised  supply  and  distribution  figures  indicate  a  global 
consumption  increase  of  less  than  1  percent  in  that  year. 

The  most  important  factors  in  this  world  situation  are  production 
conditions  in  the  Soviet  Union  and  in  Cuba.  The  Soviets  appear  to  have  had 
another  bad  year,  owing  principally  to  weather  problems.  Weather  delayed 
planting  and  the  resulting  late  crop  ran  into  frost  damage  at  the  other  end 
of  the  growing  cycle.  This  situation  was  worsened  by  greater  than  normal 
problems  in  getting  the  beets  from  the  fields  to  the  mills.  Good  last 
minute  weather  could  have  helped  this  crop  but  recent  reports  are  not 
optimistic,  pointing  to  further  heavy  imports  by  the  Soviets.  Normally  this 
would  merely  mean  increased  imports  from  Cuba;  however,  that  country  also  is 
having  production  problems,  not  only  with  sugarcane  rust  but  reportedly  also 
with  the  management  of  a  complex  situation  involving  the  disease  itself, 
replacement  varieties,  expansion  programs,  and  maintenance  and  other 
problems. 

Sugar  prices  are  sharply  higher  this  season.  The  world  price  exceeded 
40  cents  a  pound  in  early  November,  before  sliding  back  to  about  30  cents  in 
early  December.  However,  continued  tightening  of  the  world  supply-demand 
balance  can  be  expected  to  strengthen  prices  over  the  next  several  months. 
Prices  could  ease  later  in  1981,  depending  on  prospects  for  1981/82  world 
output  and  on  how  consumption  responds  to  high  sugar  prices. 


J/Based  on  past  experience,  the  chances  are  2  out  of  3  that  final  world 
production  will  not  vary  more  that  2  percent  from  this  first  estimate. 


SUGAR 
NORTH  AMERICA 


Barbados.  Production  in  1980/81  is  forecast  to  hold  at  about  the  same 
level  as  in  1979/80.  Some  dry  weather,  a  series  of  cane  fires,  and  root 
borer  problems  have  reduced  output  on  some  of  the  island's  plantations. 
However,  the  rust  disease  that  has  plagued  other  parts  of  the  Caribbean  has 
not  yet  reached  the  island,  and  hopes  are  high  that  it  can  be  kept  out. 
Most  of  the  industry  remains  in  private  hands,  with  some  Government  assist- 
ance in  efforts  to  expand  production.  Labor  problems  remain  serious,  but 
progress  is  being  made  in  efforts  to  mechanize  the  cutting  and  loading  of 
cane. 

Exports  in  1979  totaled  more  than  100,000  tons,  with  the  European 
Community  (EC)  the  principal  destination  (50,000  tons).  The  United  States 
was  the  No.  2  customer,  taking  about  44,000  tons.  Shipments  in  1980  are  ex- 
pected to  rise  another  10  percent,  with  the  EC  again  likely  be  the  principal 
customer  since  under  the  Lome  Convention  it  is  committed  to  take  up  to 
53,600  tons. 

Belize.  Production  is  forecast  to  decline  slightly  in  1980/81  owing  to 
reduced  yields  arising  from  smut  disease  and  insect  (froghopper)  damage. 
Exports  totaled  96,123  tons  in  1979  with  the  United  States  the  principal 
destination  (51,492  tons)  followed  by  the  United  Kingdom  (41,631  tons).  In 
1980  the  total  is  expected  to  be  up  slightly  to  the  same  destinations. 

A  Belize  Sugar  Board  report  says  that  about  40  percent  of  the  present 
area  planted  (24,400  hectares)  will  eventually  be  hit  by  smut  with  resulting 
losses  in  cane  yield.  In  1980  cane  on  about  1,630  hectares  of  the  affected 
area  is  expected  to  be  replaced  with  smut-resistant  varieties.  Also,  im- 
provements in  the  country's  two  sugarmills  are  expected  to  be  undertaken 
shortly.  With  this  increased  efficiency  and  some  additional  hectareage,  the 
production  target  4  years  hence  is  125,000  tons. 

Canada.  Though  sugar  production  is  forecast  to  be  up  about  10  percent 
in  1980/81,  it  will  still  account  for  only  about  11  percent  of  the  country's 
consumption  needs.  Approximately  1  million  tons  will  be  imported  and  about 
60,000  tons  exported.  In  recent  years  Canada  has  exported  more  than  100,000 
tons  of  refined  sugar  annually,  with  75  to  80  percent  moving  to  the  United 
States.  Since  November  1979,  however,  the  United  States  has  taken  only 
about  12  percent  of  such  exports. 

The  corn  sweetener  industry  is  expected  to  expand,  perhaps  displacing  20 
percent  of  raw  sugar  imports.  At  the  same  time  per  capita  consumption  of 
sugar  is  said  to  be  falling;  estimated  consumption  in  1980/81  is  down  about 
3  percent  from  the  1979/80  level. 

Costa  Rica.  Sugar  output  in  1980/81  should  be  up  almost  7  percent  per- 
cent,  owing  largely  to  expansion  in  area  planted.  Most  of  the  expansion  is 
in  the  area  of  the  Tempisque  Mill,  where  a  distillery  has  been  installed  to 
crush  cane  for  alcohol. 


All  of  Costa  Rica's  exports  continue  to  go  to  the  United  States.  These 
were  estimated  at  80,000  tons  in  1979/80  and  are  expected  to  rise  by  about  5 
percent  in  1980/81. 

Cuba.  Production  is  projected  at  only  6  million  tons  in  1980/81,  even 
poorer  than  the  6.4  million  estimated  for  1979/80.  Rust  continues  to  take 
its  toll,  with  results  of  the  variety  replacement  campaign  yet  to  be  seen 
while  maintenance  and  management  problems  also  are  reported  to  have  affected 
production.  The  reduced  supplies  of  sugar  available  for  export  have  brought 
a  dilemma  to  policymakers:  at  what  point  should  Cuba  withhold  sugar  from 
its  best  customer,  the  Soviet  Union,  in  order  to  maintain  its  reputation  as 
a  principal  supplier  to  the  free  market.  If  Cuba  neglects  the  free  market 
its  basic  export  quota  could  be  reduced  under  the  terms  of  the  International 
Sugar  Agreement.  Through  the  first  8  months  of  calendar  1980,  Cuba  had 
shipped  a  total  of  5.3  million  tons  against  6.0  million  in  the  1979  period 
with  shipments  to  the  USSR  down  to  2.7  tons  from  3.7  million  in  1979. 

Dominican  Republic.  Projected  1980/81  production  is  1.2  million  tons, 
as  compared  with  a  hurricane-reduced  1.09  million  in  1979/80. 

El  Salvador.  Continued  political  problems  will  probably  limit  output, 
as  wel  1  as  the  amoun.t  of  sugar  available  for  export. 

Guatemala.  Expanded  plantings,  in  response  to  rising  world  prices,  are 
expected  to  bring  a  production  increase  in  1980/81.  Nevertheless,  mills 
still  face  financial  problems  which  they  blame  on  years  of  low  prices.  In 
the  1979/80  crop  year,  3  of  the  country's  21  mills  were  reportedly  shut  down 
completely,  while  others  started  late  and  ground  well  below  capacity. 

Construction  of  additional  bulk  handling  facilities,  scheduled  for  1980, 
has  been  postponed  indefinitely.  The  sugar  industry  was  to  have  built 
facilities  that  would  also  handle  grain,  fertilizer,  and  other  bulk  items, 
but  was  unable  to  reach  agreement  with  the  Government  as  to  who  would 
operate  them.  It  is  still  hoped  that  the  idea  will  be  revived  in  the 
future,  and  talks  resumed. 

Haiti.  Early  reports  put  production  up  slightly  in  1980/81,  but  late 
information  shows  that  output  may  be  below  the  amounts  shown  in  the  attached 
table.  Apparently,  the  rust  and  smut  diseases  that  are  causing  considerable 
damage  in  Cuba  and  Jamaica  are  also  hurting  Haiti. 

Cane  from  less  than  30  percent  of  the  country's  planted  area  is  esti- 
mated to  find  its  way  into  centrifugal  production.  The  biggest  producing 
area  for  centrifugal  sugar  is  "La  Plaine  du  Cul-de-Sac"  to  the  east  of 
Port-au-Prince  toward  the  Dominican  border. 

Honduras.  Though  not  up  to  early-season  expectations,  the  1979/80  crop 
was  still  a  record,  and  1980/81  production  is  forecast  to  jump  another  18 
percent.  The  principal  reason  for  the  continuing  growth  is  expanding  area, 
which  is  expected  to  be  up  about  25  percent  this  year.  Exports  are  going  up 
accordingly,  rising  almost  50  percent  in  1979/80  over  1978/79' s.  In 
1980/81,  exports  could  jump  another  33  percent  if  the  crop  comes  in  as  fore- 
seen. Practically  all  exports  are  destined  for  the  United  States.  Milling 
capacity  in  Honduras  is  expected  to  expand  at  a  rate  of  10  percent  for  the 
next  few  years,  but  rising  costs  and  tight  credit  tend  to  constrain  such 
development. 


Jamaica.  Production  is  forecast  to  be  down  again  in  1980/81  as  weather, 
disease  and  management  problems  continue  to  plague  the  industry. 

Mexico.  While  production  is  expected  to  recover  slightly  in  1980/81, 
consumption  will  again  exceed  production,  and  imports  will  be  needed.  A 
drop-off  in  volume  of  cane  processed,  reduction  in  sucrose  content,  drought 
and  early  frosts  in  1979,  labor  shortages  in  some  areas,  many  old  and  poorly 
maintained  mills,  and  other  management  problems  all  contributed  to  a  poor 
crop  in  1979/80,  and  many  of  these  factors  are  expected  to  affect  total  out- 
put again  in  1980/81.  At  the  same  time,  consumption  is  projected  to  in- 
crease 4.6  percent,  as  compared  with  an  estimated  5  percent  in  1979/80. 
This  rate  of  gain  was  brought  down,  from  a  7-percent  average  in  recent 
years,  by  two  retail  price  increases  in  1980.  Prior  to  that  time,  low 
prices  to  domestic  consumers  had  been  financed  by  sales  revenue  from  export 
sales.  Hence,  when  export  sales  disappeared  in  1979/80,  something  had  to  be 
done  to  cut  the  cost  of  the  subsidy  to  consumers. 

Imports  in  1979/80  came  in  the  form  of  raw  sugar  from  Cuba  and  refined 
sugar  from  the  United  States  and  Brazil.  In  1980/81,  it  is  anticipated  that 
most  will  be  refined  sugar  since  much  of  the  raw  product  imported  earlier 
has  not  yet  been  processed. 

Construction  of  a  new  Government  operated  mill  in  Oaxaca  was  completed 
during  the  second  half  of  1979/80,  while  another  Government  mill  at  Vera 
Cruz  realized  its  first  full  season  during  the  year.  Final  touches  are  be- 
ing applied  to  another  new  mill  in  Chiapas,  while  Government  mills  are  being 
modernized  in  Tabasco,  Puebla,  and  Jalisco. 

The  National  Sugar  Industry  Commission  announced,  in  1980,  a  massive  in- 
vestment program  to  completely  revitalize  the  industry.  Through  this  ambit- 
ious program,  the  Government  of  Mexico  will  try  to  boost  sugar  output  to  4.5 
million  tons  by  1984/85  and  thus  make  the  country  self-sufficient  and  an  ex- 
porter once  again.  The  program  calls  for  the  expenditure  of  the  equivalent 
of  U.S. $1.5  billion  by  1982.  Of  this,  about  $640  million  is  to  go  toward 
the  modernization  of  existing  mills,  while  the  remainder  is  to  be  used  for 
the  construction  of  seven  new  mills.  All  these  are  to  be  in  the  public 
sector.  (In  the  private  sector  there  are  still  16  mills.)  At  the  same  time 
an  attempt  will  be  made  to  raise  cane  production  to  50  million  tons  (versus 
32  million  in  1979/80).  As  a  part  of  this  program,  a  bonus  payment  has  been 
announced  for  the  1980/81  season:  an  extra  10  centavos  per  kilogram  will  be 
paid  for  every  kilogram  of  sugar  produced  above  a  given  mill's  average  for 
the  past  5  years.  The  bonus  payment  will  be  equally  shared  by  the  mill  and 
by  the  cane  grower.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  boost  the  income  of  both 
growers  and  mills  and  thereby  encourage  increased  planting  of  improved 
varieties  and  promote  industrial  efficiency. 

Nicaragua.  Production  should  be  up  in  1980/81  from  the  war-damaged  crop 
of  1979/80.  Rust  also  hurt  the  last  crop  and  almost  7,000  hectares  have 
reportedly  been  replanted  for  the  coming  season.  Consumption  is  said  to  be 
rising  rapidly  owing  to  the  Government's  many  programs  to  get  food  to  the 
people. 


Panama.  Output  is  forecast  to  be  up  about  40  percent  in  1980/81  follow- 
ing a  disappointing  year  in  1979/80.  Area  planted  is  up  about  11  percent, 
and  efforts  have  been  made  to  plant  disease-resistant  varieties  in  place  of 
those  hit  by  rust  and  smut.  Most  of  the  new  cane  area  is  in  the  private 
sector. 

Increased  production  has  brought  increased  availabilities  for  export  and 
with  the  suspension  of  ISA  quotas,  Panama  has  sought  to  maximize  exports. 
The  1979/80  total  is  now  estimated  at  150,000  tons,  compared  with  a  1980  ISA 
quota  of  117,000  tons.  Shipments  could  go  up  another  20  percent  in  1980/81 
if  the  present  production  forecast  is  realized. 

Trinidad  and  Tobago.  The  sugar  industry's  many  problems  continue,  and 
production  is  forecast  to  be  down  again  in  1981.  Consumption  continues  to 
rise  at  a  rapid  rate--5  percent  in  1979/80  and  a  projected  3  percent  in 
1980/81.  As  a  result  exports  are  down,  and  imports  are  needed. 

United  States.  Production  in  all  sectors  that  make  up  the  U.S.  industry 
is  forecast  to  be  up  slightly,  with  the  beet  sector  showing  the  biggest  in- 
crease of  about  4  percent.  Export  activity  is  up  considerably  for  the 
first  time  in  many  years  as  world  market  conditions  make  such  shipments  pro- 
fitable again.  Total  exports,  mostly  of  refined  sugar,  are  now  forecast  at 
over  450,000  tons  in  calendar  year  1980,  compared  with  only  16,000  in  1979. 
Consumption  is  forecast  to  be  down  again  in  1980. 

SOUTH  AMERICA 


Argentina.  A  sizable  jump  in  production  is  expected  in  1980/81  in  re- 
sponse to  strong  world  prices.  Cane  plantings  are  forecast  to  be  up  7  per- 
cent, and  restrictions  on  the  crushing  of  cane  for  sugar  have  been  removed 
since  suspension  of  ISA  quotas.  Such  increases  in  output  should  enable 
Argentina  to  more  than  double  exports  in  1980/81.  Sugar  production  also 
will  enhanced  by  a  decline  in  use  of  cane  for  alcohol  production. 

Higher  sugar  prices  have  dampened  demand  and  kept  total  consumption 
levels  down,  but  rising  income  levels  may  bring  some  increase  in  1980/81. 
There  is  only  one  high  fructose  corn  syrup  (HFCS)  plant  in  operation  in 
Argentina,  but  there  is  reportedly  increasing  interest  in  that  product. 
Output  of  HFCS  could  reach  150,000  tons  by  1984. 

Brazil.  The  Sugar  and  Alcohol  Institute  (IAA)  has  set  an  official  tar- 
get ~of~872~ mi  11  ion  tons  of  sugar  to  be  produced  in  1980/81,  an  increase  of 
almost  18  percent  from  1979/80.  At  the  same  time  the  IAA  authorized  the 
production  of  4.07  billion  liters  of  alcohol  from  sugarcane,  an  increase  of 
almost  20  percent  from  that  produced  in  1979/80.  Should  sugar  prices  go 
higher  Brazil  is  in  a  position  to  switch  cane  now  going  to  alcohol 
production  back  into  sugar.  On  the  other  hand,  since  the  outbreak  of  the 
Iraqi-Iranian  war,  Brazil  has  said  it  may  have  to  divert  cane  from  sugar  to 
alcohol  if  its  petroleum  supplies  from  the  Middle  East  are  shut  off.  In 
mid- September,  the  Government  suspended  further  sales  of  sugar  in  order  to 
maintain  a  reserve  of  sugar  cane  for  potential  processing  into  alcohol. 
However,  Brazil  does  plan  to  at  least  meet  its  International  Sugar  Agreement 
quota  of  2.1  million  tons,  even  though  such  quotas  are  temporarily  suspended. 


There  is  already  some  concern  in  Brazil  as  to  the  amount  of  land  that  is 
going  into  sugarcane  production  for  alcohol.  Apparently,  some  of  this  land 
was  previously  being  used  for  food  crops.  This  could  become  a  bigger  issue 
if,  as  is  contemplated,  other  agricultural  commodites,  such  as  manioc 
(tapioca  or  cassava),  are  brought  into  use  as  a  raw  material  for  alcohol 
production. 

Chile.  Percentagewise,  the  biggest  production  change  in  1980/81  is 
foreseen  in  this  country,  where  sugarbeet  area  is  expected  to  more  than 
triple  and  sugar  production  to  do  likewise.  This  would  be  largely  due  to 
the  better  prices  being  paid  to  farmers.  Perhaps  a  more  important  factor  in 
the  long  range  sugar  picture  is  the  policy  of  putting  the  sugar  industry 
back  in  the  private  sector.  However,  complete  withdrawal  of  the  Government 
is  not  expected  for  some  years. 

Colombia.  Improved  prices  are  again  a  major  factor  as  production  is 
forecast  to  be  up  in  1980/81  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year.  Improved 
management  and  weather  were  important  factors  behind  the  nearly  17  percent 
increase  in  1979/80  output.  Panel  a  (noncentrifugal)  production  and  con- 
sumption are  estimated  to  be  down  in  1980/81,  reportedly  owing  to  a  labor 
shortage  in  the  producing  areas  and  the  resulting  higher  prices  for  the  pro- 
duct. Another  factor  is  the  improved  sugar  price,  which  is  likely  to  enable 
centrifugal  mills  to  better  compete  for  available  cane.  Colombia  is  the 
third  world's  largest  producer  of  noncentrifugal  sugar  (after  India  and 
Pakistan). 

The  Government  of  Colombia  continues  to  be  interested  in  producing  gas- 
ohol,  and  has  a  law  pending  in  its  Congress  on  the  subject.  The  law  would 
allow  Government  liquor  factories  and  private  investors  to  produce  alcohol 
for  fuel. 

Ecuador.  Despite  a  slightly  delay  in  the  1980/81  harvest,  production  is 
expected  to  be  about  4  percent  above  1979/80's,  primarily  owing  to  better 
moisture  conditons  but  also  because  of  fewer  labor  uncertainties  than  in  the 
1979/80  crop.  Ecuador's  export  target  is  its  ISA  quota  of  70,000  tons. 
Most  exports  go  to  the  United  States,  but  in  1980  Chile  became  an  outlet  for 
both  raw  and  refined  sugar. 

Peru.  Production  continues  its  downward  slide,  largely  in  response  to 
the  drought  that  has  plagued  the  country  in  recent  years.  However,  there 
are  also  reports  of  serious  management  problems.  Perhaps  in  an  effort  to 
overcome  part  of  these  problems,  an  official  decree  in  October  put  the  ENCI 
(Empresa  Nacional  de  Commercialzacion  de  Insumos)  in  charge  of  imports  and 
exports.  Previously,  the  country's  central  sugar  cooperative  (CECOAAP)  was 
charged  with  this  responsibility  as  well  as  with  internal  distribution.  The 
same  decree  said  future  imports  will  be  on  the  basis  of  international 
tenders.  Potential  suppliers  must  register  with  ENCI  in  order  to  make 
offers.  Import  needs  for  1981  are  forecast  at  130,000  tons  and  exports  at 
zero.  Just  2  years  ago,  the  country  imported  no  sugar  and  exported  187,000 
tons. 

Uruguay,  Excessive  rains  at  planting  time  reduced  sugarbeet  area  25 
percent  below  expectations  and,  as  a  result,  beet  sugar  production  is 
expected  to  be  down  substantially  in  1980/81.  On  the  other  hand,  output  of 
cane  sugar  is  forecast  to  be  up  more  than  50  percent  from  last  year's 
drought-reduced  crop,  so  that  overall  production  will  be  up  about  7  per- 


cent.  As  a  result,  import  needs  will  be  down.  The  Government  of  Uruguay  is 
gradually  reducing  tariffs  that  protect  the  local  sugar  industry.  In  June 
1980,  the  import  tax  on  raw  and  refined  sugar  was  reduced  from  95  to  65  per- 
cent (on  the  c.i.f.  price).  The  rate  will  eventually  be  lowered  to  35  per- 
cent, or  approximately  the  same  as  for  other  agricultural  commodities. 

Venezuela.  A  production  increase  of  11  percent  is  forecast  for  1980/81, 
owing  to  a  more  favorable  pricing  policy  and  improved  cultural  practices. 
Also  the  gradual  introduction  of  disease-resistant  varieties  is  believed  to 
be  helping.  Meanwhile,  sizable  imports  are  necessary,  including  those  from 
the  United  States,  the  Dominican  Republic,  and  perhaps  Brazil.  A  4-year 
supply  agreement  with  the  Dominican  Republic  calls  for  sugar,  black  beans, 
corn,  and  rice  to  be  shipped  to  Venezuela  in  exchange  for  petroleum. 


WESTERN  EUROPE 


Belgium/Luxembourg.  Though  planted  area  is  up  and  a  near  record  sugar- 
beet  harvest  is  forecast,  1980/81  sugar  production  is  expected  to  be  down 
more  than  6  percent  owing  to  lower  sugar  content.  As  a  result,  net  exports 
are  to  be  down.  Imports,  however,  should  be  largely  unchanged  from  1979/80; 
these  come  largely  in  the  form  of  sugar-containing-products,  with  the 
balance  coming  from  bordering  countries. 

Denmark.  Production  is  forecast  to  be  down  about  8  percent  owing  to 
decreases  both  in  area  planted  and  yields.  Exports  continue  to  go  largely 
to  the  United  Kingdom  and  Norway,  while  the  small  imports  during  the  first  9 
months  of  1979/80  were  only  from  Cuba. 

France.  This  is  the  only  EC  country  where  production  is  expected  to  be 
up  Tn  198~0/81,  and  then  only  about  1  percent  or  slightly  less  than  the 
projected  increase  in  area  harvested.  Domestic  consumption  of  sugar  is  pro- 
jected at  2,180,000  tons,  or  about  2  percent  over  that  in  1979/80.  About  60 
percent  of  the  total  is  considered  home  consumption,  while  the  remainder 
goes  to  industrial  uses. 

France  produces  some  high-fuctose  corn  syrup  (HFCS),  but  because  this 
product  is  in  direct  competition  with  the  EC-supported  sugar  industry,  there 
are  rather  tight  controls  on  the  industry.  Expansion,  therefore,  is  in- 
hibited. 

Federal  Republic  of  Germany.  As  in  most  of  the  rest  of  the  EC,  sugar 
production  will  be  down  in  19*80/81,  probably  about  7  percent.  This  is  in 
spite  of  increased  area  planted  and  a  beet  harvest  that  approximated 
1979/80 's.  Sugar  content  was  down.  Exports,  however,  are  expected  to  hold 
at  the  high  1979/80  level  since  prices  are  favorable  and  minimum  EC  stock 
levels  have  been  reduced. 

Ireland.  A  reduced  area  planted  should  result  in  about  a  4-percent 
decrease  in  the  production  of  sugar  in  1980/81.  There  will  be  imports  of 
about  38,000  tons  in  1980/81  in  accordance  with  the  EC/ACP  agreement  (Lome 
Convention).   As  in  the  past,  most  is  expected  to  come  from  Barbados. 


Exports,  which  totaled  60,955  tons  in  1979/80,  are  expected  to  drop  to  a 
more  normal  46,000  tons  in  1980/81.  In  1979/80,  when  shipments  went  largely 
to  the  United  Kingdom,  but  also  to  Iraq,  Syria,  and  the  USSR,  the  export 
figure  was  a  bit  inflated  owing  to  some  late  shipments  of  the  bumper  1978/79 
crop. 

Italy.  Production  is  projected  to  be  down  only  slightly  in  1980/81, 
despite  an  estimated  5-percent  reduction  in  the  quantity  of  beets  har- 
vested. Consumption  continues  to  rise,  but  at  less  than  a  2-percent  annual 
rate.  An  increased  percentage  of  that  consumption  is  going  into  confect- 
ionery products. 

There  are  no  major  changes  in  HFCS  production  in  Italy,  and  it  remains 
insignificant  in  comparison  with  beet  sugar  output. 

Netherlands.  Production  in  the  Netherlands  is  estimated  to  be  down  in 
1980/81  owing  both  to  a  reduction  in  area  planted  and  to  a  lower  extraction 
rate  of  sugar  from  the  beets.  However,  good  weather  toward  the  end  of  the 
harvest  season  could  increase  the  total  output.  Dutch  mills  are  paid  a  pre- 
mimum  for  early  (before  October  1)  or  late  (after  November  15)  delivery. 
Neither  exports  nor  imports  are  expected  to  change  much  from  those  in 
1979/80.  Likewise,  only  a  slight  increase  in  domestic  production  is  fore- 
seen. 

United  Kingdom.  Sugar  production  in  1980/81  is  forecast  at  1.23  million 
tons,  down  only  slightly  from  1979/80.  Imports  dropped  in  1979/80  and  are 
projected  to  drop  again  in  1980/81.  The  principal  suppliers  continue  to  be 
ACP  producers:  Mauritius,  Guyana,  Fiji,  and  Swaziland.  Internally,  the 
struggle  continues  between  those  who  favor  domestic  beet  producers  and  those 
who  prefer  to  continue  importing  raw  sugar.  The  latter  are  concerned  both 
about  the  country's  commitment  to  the  ACP  countries  and  about  maintaining  a 
national  refining  industry  and,  among  other  things,  the  jobs  it  provides. 
Meanwhile,  consumption  may  well  decline  in  the  coming  year  owing  to  a  re- 
cession and  fall  in  purchasing  power.  This  is  having  a  depressing  effect  on 
sugar-using  food  industries,  particularly  chocolate  and  sugar  confectionery. 

A  stalemate  over  prices,  terms,  and  conditions  under  which  the  1981 
sugarbeet  crop  will  be  purchased  was  resolved  when  an  independent  adjudi- 
cator announced  his  decision,  which  is  binding.  The  British  Sugar 
Corporation,  which  purchases  the  beets,  has  already  commented  favorably  on 
the  proposal.  In  any  event,  the  decision  enables  plans  for  1981  beet  plant- 
ings to  go  forward. 

Austria.  Consumption  and  exports  have  exceeded  production  the  past  3 
years,  and  as  a  result  stocks  are  down  to  what  are  considered  more  satis- 
factory levels.  Better  prices  and  heavier  exports  have,  however,  encouraged 
a  return  of  area  to  beets  and  as  a  result  production  and  exports  are  ex- 
pected to  be  up  in  1980/81.  Official  policy  is  to  maintain  sugar  produc- 
tion at  least  at  the  domestic  consumption  level  and  the  industry  is 
protected  at  that  level  through  a  strict  import  policy.  Any  amount  produced 
above  that  level  is  at  the  industry's  risk. 

Finland.  Area  planted  to  sugarbeets  was  down  for  1980/81  owing  to  a 
discouraging  crop  in  1979/80  and  better  prevailing  prices  for  other  crops 
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that  could  be  planted  on  the  same  land.  However,  a  better  beet  yield  is  ex- 
pected to  result  in  an  increase  of  about  13  percent  in  sugar  production. 
Finland  still  depends  on  imports  for  about  half  its  sugar  needs,  but  high 
stock  levels  will  result  in  reduced  imports  in  1980/81. 

Greece.  A  delay  in  announcing  the  official  price  for  sugarbeets  will 
probably  result  in  a  substantial  drop  (about  37  percent)  in  sugar  production 
in  1980/81.  The  higher  price  that  was  finally  announced  should,  however, 
encourage  heavier  plantings  in  1981.  Exports  are  expected  to  drop  to  zero 
in  1980/81,  while  imports  of  about  100,000  tons  may  be  needed.  There  have 
been  no  imports  over  the  past  3  years. 

The  Government  is  reportedly  studying  the  production  of  alcohol  as  an 
energy  source.  If  such  a  program  were  adopted,  it  is  believed  additional 
beet  mills  would  be  needed. 

Portugal.  Both  cane  production  in  Madeira  and  beet  production  in  the 
Azores  continue  to  decline.  There  are,  however,  Government  plans  to  reverse 
the  trend  and  increase  beet  production  in  Madeira.  Presently  only  about  1 
percent  of  consumption  needs  is  met  by  domestic  production. 

Spain.  Production  is  expected  to  rebound  in  1980/81  and  be  up  some  32 
percent  from  last  ye"ar.  Stocks  will  probably  be  drawn  down  substantially  as 
the  Government  appears  reluctant  to  allow  imports  at  present  world  prices. 
HFCS  production  will  be  up  about  44  percent  (to  65,000  tons)  to  partially 
help  ease  the  tight  sugar  supply.  Honey  continues  to  be  the  third  most  im- 
portant sweetener,  while  saccharin  and  cyclamate  use  continues  ^ery   small. 

Sweden.  Area  planted,  beet  production,  and  sugar  output  are  all  esti- 
mated  to  be  down  slightly  in  1980/81.  Area  quotas  had  to  be  enforced  after 
farmers  applied  for  10  percent  more  hectares  than  are  estimated  to  be  needed 
owing  to  the  popularity  of  this  crop  in  southern  Sweden.  The  price  to 
growers  for  beets  from  the  1980/81  crop  is  the  equivalent  of  $14.69  per 
metric  ton,  based  on  16-percent  sugar  content.  The  wholesale  price  of 
sugar,  as  of  July  1,  1980,  was  $726.70  per  ton  in  50  kilogram  bags,  or  about 
33  cents  per  pound. 

A  tentative  decision  to  close  one  sugar  mill  for  economic  reasons  is  now 
awaiting  the  results  of  a  recent  survey  that  studied  conditions  for  produc- 
ing ethyl  alcohol  from  sugarbeets  and  other  products.  Should  the  results  be 
positive,  production  of  beets  would  be  expanded  in  the  future  rather  than 
held  back. 

Switzerland.  Production  is  estimated  to  be  off  some  17  percent  in 
1980/81,  primarily  due  to  poor  weather  at  the  beginning  of  the  growing 
season. 
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German  Democratic  Republic.  Dry  weather  in  the  early  part  of  the  season 
followed  by  cold  rainy  weather  in  June  and  July,  has  reduced  production  ex- 


pectations  for  the  1980/81  crop.  Though  beet  production  may  be  up,  yields 
will  be  down  and  will  result  in  a  drop  of  about  13  percent  from  1979/80. 
This  country  is  normally  both  an  exporter  and  importer  of  sugar.  Exports  in 
recent  years  have  gone  to  the  EC  (particularly  West  Germany),  Egypt,  Sudan, 
and  Syria  while  imports  have  been  from  Cuba.  In  this  year  of  short  Cuban 
supplies,  the  GDR  may  go  to  the  free  market  for  its  needs. 

A  recent  conference  of  sugarbeet  producers  came  up  with  the  following 
list  of  problems  that  plague  the  industry: 

1.  Plantings  that  continue  to  be  at  less  than  recommended 
density.  (  should  be  80,000  viable  plants  per  hectare); 

2.  Unacceptably  high  harvest  losses  ; 

3.  Inadequate  training  of  personnel  and; 

4.  Inadequate  seedbed  preparation; 

Whether  or  not  steps  will  be  taken  to  successfully  solve  all  these  problems, 
it  is  noteworthy  that  the  problems  have  been  recoginzed  and  efforts  are  be- 
ing made  to  alleviate  them. 

Poland.  Forced  late  plantings  followed  by  heavy  rains  and  flooding  in 
June  and  July  have  drastically  reduced  prospects  for  the  1980/81  crop. 
Sugar  output  is  now  forecast  to  be  no  more  than  1.19  million  tons,  down  24 
percent  from  1979/80 ' s.  As  a  result,  Poland  will  probably  have  to  double 
the  62,000  tons  it  imported  last  year,  and  at  the  same  time  exports  will 
drop  to  a  negligible  amount.  Imports  last  year  were  all  from  Cuba,  but  this 
year  Austria,  Sweden,  and  the  EC  are  also  expected  to  be  suppliers.  Sugar 
rationing  was  to  have  been  phased  out  this  year,  but  the  widespread  strikes 
that  affected  the  country  have  caused  the  program  to  be  reinstated. 

Romania.  Bad  weather  also  hit  the  crop  here,  and  production  is  esti- 
mated to  be  down  some  5  percent.  Romaina  both  imports  and  exports  sugar, 
with  origins  and  destinations  varying  from  year  to  year.  Imports  are  some- 
times of  raw  sugar,  which  is  processed  and  re-exported  as  refined  in  order 
to  earn  hard  currency  credits. 

Yugoslavia.  Production  is  forecast  to  be  down  10  percent  in  1980/81, 
primarily  owing  to  a  decrease  in  hectareage  thought  to  have  been  brought  on 
by  a  noncompetitive  producer  price  for  beets  compared  with  prices  for  other 
crops,  especially  corn.  Exports  in  1980/81  are  projected  to  be  only  about 
half  the  1979/80  level.  Moreover,  further  exports  have  been  banned  and  one 
report  says  there  may  be  no  exports  allowed  in  calendar  1981. 

Soviet  Union.  Sugar  production  in  1980/81  is  now  forecast  at  no  more 
than  7  million  tons,  as  compared  with  a  revised  estimate  of  7.8  million  for 
1979/80.  This  promises  to  be  the  smallest  crop  since  1963/64.  The  situa- 
tion was  brought  on  by  late  plantings  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  and  a 
gamble  on  good  weather  at  the  end  of  the  season  which  delayed  the  harvest  in 
some  areas  in  hopes  of  a  larger  outturn.  Instead  of  good  weather,  however, 
the  crop  was  hit  by  rains  and  freezing  weather  that  not  only  interfered  with 
the  harvest  but  also  resulted  in  extra  difficulty  in  moving  harvested  beets 
from  the  field  to  the  mills. 

The  overall  situation  in  the  USSR--plus  that  affecting  its  principal 
supplier,  Cuba--has  put  the  Soviets  in  the  free  market  for  heavy  purchases. 
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Actual  Soviet  imports  during  the  first  5  months  of  1980  totaled  3.24  million 
tons  compared  with  2.86  million  during  the  same  period  in  1979.  Of  the  1980 
total,  1.05  million  tons  was  from  the  free  market,  whereas  in  1979  the 
figure  was  only  250,000  tons.  This  is,  of  course,  one  of  the  principal 
reasons  for  the  increase  in  world  sugar  prices  over  the  past  year. 

Egypt.  Production  is  forecast  to  be  up  about  5  percent  in  1980/81 
primarily  owing  an  estimated  20,000  tons  to  come  from  sugarbeets.  Up  until 
now,  Egyptian  sugar  production  has  all  been  from  sugarcane.  Substantial  im- 
ports will  still  be  needed  as  consumption  continues  to  rise  rapidly. 

Kenya.  Production  is  projected  to  be  up  36  percent  in  1980/81;  hence, 
increased  amounts  should  be  available  for  export.  In  May  1980,  however,  the 
Government  baned  exports  in  order  to  assure  domestic  supplies.  The  export 
ban  has  not  yet  been  removed,  indicating  that  output  may  not  be  running  up 
to  expectations.  Should  the  initial  projections  be  correct,  then  stocks  in 
Kenya  may  reach  record  levels. 

Mauritius.  Sugarcane  was  hard  it  by  cyclones  in  December  1979  and 
January  1980.  As  a  result,  sugar  output  is  expected  to  be  down  by  almost  a 
third  in  1980/81. 

South  Africa.  This  is  another  country  hard  hit  by  weather.  Production 
is  down  an  estimated  22  percent  in  response  to  one  of  the  worst  droughts 
ever  experienced  in  the  country.  Drought  was  most  serious  along  the  north 
coast  area,  stretching  almost  200  miles  north  of  Durban  and  about  50  miles 
inland;  this  area  normally  produces  about  55  percent  of  the  total  crop. 
September  rains  reportedly  alleviated  the  situation,  and  the  outlook  for 
1981/82  is  much  improved.  In  1980/81,  however,  exports  will  probably  be 
down  40  percent  from  the  1.1  million  tons  exported  a  year  earlier.  Japan, 
Canada,  and  the  United  States  remain  the  principal  markets  for  South  African 
sugar. 

The  north  coast  area  was  also  adversely  affected  by  a  bad  infestation  of 
the  Eldana  borer,  an  insect  for  which  a  totally  successful  remedy  has  not 
yet  been  developed.  Experiments  with  biologial  control  are  being  undertaken 
to  supplement  usual  control  methods. 

Per  capita  consumption  appears  to  be  trending  downward.  Sugar's  chief 
competitors  in  South  Africa  are  glucose,  saccharine,  and  cyclamates.  The 
most  significant  is  glucose,  which,  mainly  because  of  price  considerations, 
had  made  inroads  into  sugar  markets. 

The  Government  recently  announced  plans  to  encourage  the  production  of 
ethanol  from  agricultural  crops.  The  plans  were  sketchy,  however,  and 
though  last  year  such  a  program  would  have  been  welcomed  as  a  means  of  sav- 
ing the  industry,  present  profitable  world  price  levels  have  dampened 
enthusiasm.  Moveover,  there  has  been  very  little  reaction  by  the  industry. 
An  exception  is  the  Malelare  mill  in  the  Eastern  Transvaal  which  is  con- 
sidering ethanol  production  from  new  land  not  registered  for  sugar  produc- 
tion. 

Swaziland.  Some  drought  and  disease  problems  in  1979/80  held  down  out- 
put, but  the  upward  trend  is  expected  to  prevail  in  1980/81.  A  newly  con- 
structed mill  is  partially  in  production  and  will  help  boost  sugar  outturn. 
Exports  are  also  expected  to  rise,  with  the  United  States  and  the  United 
Kingdom  the  largest  customers. 
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Zimbabwe.  Production  is  projected  to  be  up  almost  4  percent  in  1980/81 
as  the  private  sector  continues  to  receive  official  encouragement  to  ex- 
pand. The  country's  new  ethanol  plant  commenced  commercial  operations  in 
May  1980.  The  cost  of  the  plant  was  the  equivalent  of  $6.4  million.  Output 
of  120,000  liters  per  day  will  reportedly  supply  15  percent  of  Zimbabwe's 
motor  vehicle  fuel  consumption.  The  ethanol  is  mixed  with  gasoline  at  26 
decentralized  blending  stations,  and  the  resulting  product  is  sold  through 
existing  gasoline  stations.  Whether  Zimbabwe  will  expand  this  plant,  or 
build  new  plants  in  the  future,  will  depend  on  the  market  demand  for  sugar 
and  the  potential  of  alternative  fuels. 

Asia 


Bangladesh.  In  the  1979/80  growing  season,  the  Bangladesh  Government 
withheld  input  services  from  those  who  had  not  supplied  all  their  cane  to 
the  centrifugal  mills  in  accordance  with  the  law  (Gur  Control  Order).  This 
resulted  in  a  decrease  in  area  harvested  and  apparently  did  nothing  to  dis- 
courage the  production  of  the  noncentrifugal  gur  product.  Sugar  output  fell 
to  only  68  percent  of  the  1978/79  level,  and  heavy  imports  were  needed. 
Based  on  this  experience,  the  1980/81  policy  announced  in  August  1980 
suspended  the  Gur  Control  Order  and  fixed  a  higher  sugarcane  purchase 
price.  Growers  have  reportedly  responded  with  an  23-percent  increase  in 
harvested  area,  as  well  as  a  68-percent  increase  in  sugar  output.  If  that 
level  of  production  is  actually  met,  officials  feel  imports  will  not  be 
needed.  Consumption  of  sugar  in  1980/81  is  estimated  at  182,000  tons,  up 
1.6  percent  from  1979/80.  Gur  consumption,  estimated  at  460,000  tons  in 
1979/80,  is  projected  to  be  down  slightly  in  1980/81. 

China.  The  Chinese  have  announced  a  program  to  increase  the  country's 
self-sufficiency  in  sugar,  and  estimates  for  1980/81  reflect  this.  The 
biggest  progress  is  in  expanded  beet  area  in  the  north,  which  is  estimated 
to  increase  1980/81  beet  sugar  output  by  about  18  percent. 

India.  Planted  area  is  up  about  7  percent,  largely  as  a  result  of  en- 
couraging prices  received  by  growers  in  the  preceding  season.  Production 
was  also  helped  by  more  adequate  rainfall  (after  the  poor  monsoon  which  hit 
the  1979/80  crop).  The  situation  in  India  remains  a  volatile  one  with  the 
ever  present  gur  and  khandsari  producers  ready  to  step  in  and  pay  the  higher 
prices  for  cane  if  supplies  are  tight  and  sugar  prices  are  high.  Imports 
will  probably  be  needed  again  in  1980/81  as  the  country  rebuilds  stocks  from 
the  low  level  prevailing  at  the  end  of  1979/80.  Khandsari  production  (which 
is  included  in  USDA  centrifugal  production  estimates)  and  consumption  are 
expected  to  again  run  at  about  1  million  tons.  Gur  production  (which  is  not 
included  in  USDA  estimates)  runs  at  about  6  million  tons  a  year  and  enjoys  a 
special  consumer  demand  in  rural  areas.  Gur  is  free  from  most  Government 
controls  and  will  draw  cane  away  from  the  centrifugal  sugar  mills  in  years 
of  good  prices,  such  as  in  1979/80. 

Indonesia.  Production  is  expected  to  be  up  about  7  percent  as  this 
country  continues  to  try  to  attain  self-sufficiency  in  sugar  production. 
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Japan.  Consumption  is  trending  downward,  and  imports  are  expected  to 
drop  accordingly  from  2.48  million  tons  in  1979/80  to  2.03  million  in 
1980/81.  Much  of  this  decline  is  due  to  an  expanding  share  of  the  market 
going  to  corn  sweeteners,  which  are  presently  available  at  lower  cost. 
Sugar  production  in  1980/81,  at  765,000  tons,  will  meet  about  25  percent  of 
the  country's  sugar  needs. 

Pakistan.  A  15-percent  increase  in  planted  area  for  the  1980/81  crop  is 
foreseen.  This  will  produce  about  725,000  tons  of  sugar,  up  substantially 
from  the  571,000-ton  output  in  1979/80.  Imports  will  still  be  needed  how- 
ever. 

Phi  1 ippines.  The  Philippines  is  expected  to  increase  its  production  and 
exports  in  T5B0/81,  in  the  absence  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement 
export  restrictions  that  prevailed  over  the  last  2  years.  Good  weather  will 
bring  about  a  4-percent  production  increase  in  spite  of  a  slight  reduction 
in  harvested  area.  Given  present  prices,  it  is  expected  that  the  planted 
area  will  increase  in  1981/82.  Philippine  mills  were  operating  below  capa- 
city in  1979/80  so  no  new  mills  are  planned.  Some  of  the  existing  mills, 
however,  are  modernizing,  and  this  will  add  to  milling  capacity.  Philippine 
exports  were  up  some  60  percent  in  1979/80  and  are  expected  to  be  up  another 
5  percent  in  1980/81. 

Thailand.  Production  should  recover  to  about  1.35  million  tons  in 
19807ST  Following  the  drought-hit  1979/80  crop  of  1.1  million.  Exports 
totaled  a  million  tons  in  1979/80,  however,  before  the  Government  stopped 
issuing  export  licenses  owing  to  a  tightening  domestic  supply  situation.  In 
1980/81  shipments  are  likely  to  be  not  more  than  half  a  million  tons  owing 
both  to  the  poor  production  performance  in  1979/80  and  to  continuing  pro- 
blems in  the  domestic  market.  If  these  are  worked  out,  it  is  expected  that 
most  of  the  unfulfilled  contracts  of  this  past  year  will  be  honored  in 
1981.  The  alcohol  industry  is  expanding  in  Thailand  and  is  expecting  to  use 
14  percent  more  molasses  in  1980/81.  Fuel  alcohol  production  is  expected  to 
receive  special  attention  in  Thailand's  next  5-year  plan  (1982-86). 

Turkey.  Production  is  expected  to  be  down  slightly  in  1980/81,  owing  to 
a  decrease  in  area  brought  on  by  farmers'  unhappiness  with  rising  costs  of 
inputs.  A  new  higher  price  for  beets  was  announced,  but  too  late  to  have 
much  effect  on  area  planted.  This  country,  which  was  practically  self-suf- 
ficient in  sugar  as  recently  as  1977,  was  forced  to  import  about  200,000 
tons  in  1979/80  and  will  probably  exceed  that  in  1980/81. 

OCEANIA 

Australia.  This  country  will  up  its  production  about  10  percent  in 
1980/81 ,  after  restraining  output  the  past  2  years  in  order  to  live  within 
its  ISA  export  quota.  Exports  should  be  up  accordingly  to  about  2.6  million 
tons,  as  compared  with  2.3  million  in  1979/80  (aided  by  ISA  stock  releases) 
and  only  2  million,  in  1978/79.  There  is  little  competition  from  other 
sweeteners  in  Australia.  Surveys  have  been  made  into  the  feasibility  of 
such  plants,  but  they  appear  too  uneconomic  at  present  price  levels. 
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F  i  j  i .   Production  is  expected  to  be  up  again  in  1980/81  to  about 
500,000  tons. 

MOLASSES 


World  industrial  molasses  production  is  expected  to  be  up  slightly  in 
1980/81  from  a  year  earlier,  but  is  still  below  the  1978/79  level.  This  is 
correlated  to  world  sugar  production  trends.  However,  expanded  use  of  gaso- 
hol  in  Brazil  and  other  countries  is  a  mitigating  factor.  World  molasses 
trade  in  1980  is  likely  to  be  little  changed  from  1979. 

Dominican  Republic.  The  Dominican  Republic  became  the  second  largest 
molasses  exporter  in  North  America  in  1979,  replacing  Cuba  in  that  capa- 
city. Output  continues  to  climb  in  line  with  sugar  production.  Since 
domestic  molasses  consumption  is  limited,  there  is  a  growing  exportable 
supply. 

Mexico.  Mexico  is  the  largest  exporter  of  molasses  in  North  America  and 
is  traditionally  the  largest  exporter  of  molasses  to  the  United  States.  In 
1979/80,  Mexico's  total  exports  were  down  about  6  percent  from  a  year 
earlier  and  are  expected  to  be  down  even  further  in  1980/81.  Domestic  con- 
sumption, particularly  for  animal  feed,  is  steadily  increasing.  Official 
efforts  to  increase  such  use  were  especially  well  received  last  year  when 
the  livestock  sector  faced  drought-stricken  pasture  areas  and  short  supplies 
of  both  imported  and  domestic  grains. 

United  States.  The  first  estimate  of  continental  U.S.  molasses  produc- 
tion  in  1980/81  is  for  a  slight  increase  from  a  year  ago.  U.S.  beet  sugar 
production  and  continental  cane  sugar  output  are  both  up  slightly  in 
1980/81.  On  the  other  hand,  Hawaii's  molasses  outturn  is  slightly  smaller 
while  Puerto  Rico's  production  will  be  just  slightly  above  that  of  a  year 
earlier.  Imports  during  the  first  9  months  of  1980  have  run  behind  those  in 
the  same  period  of  1979,  and  totals  for  the  year  are  likely  to  be  down. 

Brazil.  Although  Brazil's  sugar  output  is  up  substantially  in  1980/81, 
the  gasohol  expansion  program  is  resulting  in  a  less-rapid  gain  in  molasses 
production.  Molasses  output  is  estimated  to  be  8  percent  higher  in  1980/81 
while  sugar  production  is  up  17  percent.  Brazil's  molasses  exports  did  not 
increase  in  1979,  but  are  likely  to  be  modestly  larger  in  1980. 

European  Community.  EC  molasses  output  has  remained  nearly  level  for 
several  years  at  about  2.9  million  tons  and  1980/81  is  no  exception.  Im- 
ports of  molasses  into  the  EC  totaled  3.8  million  tons  during  1979,  compared 
with  exports  of  758,000  tons.  This  ratio  is  expected  to  remain  about  the 
same  in  1980. 

Soviet  Union.  Molasses  production  has  been  at  a  reduced  level  during 
1979/80  and  1980/81.  Since  the  country  is  self-sufficient  in  molasses,  con- 
sumption has  also  been  curtailed. 

India.  Production  is  forecast  at  2.2  million  tons  in  1980/81,  500,000 
tons  more  than  the  year  before.  Domestic  consumption  is  expected  to  be  up 
even  more,  however,  leaving  less  for  exports.  The  Government  decided  to 
prohibit  exports,  at  least  temporarily,  effective  June  30,  1980. 
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Philippines.   Production  and  export  availabilities  in  1980/81  are  both 

above  those  of  a  year  earlier.   Consumption  continues  to  recover  from  the 

sharply  reduced  level  of  1978/79.  Although  alcohol  use  has  risen,  other  in- 
dustrial uses  have  increased  even  more. 

Thailand.   Higher  cane  production  in  1980/81  is  enabling  more  molasses 
to  be  produced.  Exports  are  also  above  the  year-earlier  level. 

INTERNATIONAL  SUGAR  AGREEMENT 


With  the  President's  signing  of  implementing  legislation  last  April,  the 
United  States  became  a  full-fledged  member  of  the  International  Sugar 
Agreement  (ISA).  By  that  time,  however,  rising  prices  had  passed  through 
all  the  trigger  points  of  the  Agreement,  all  quotas  had  been  suspended,  all 
reserve  stocks  had  been  released,  and  there  were  no  longer  restrictions  on 
any  member  importing  sugar  from,  or  exporting  sugar  to,  any  origin  or  desti- 
nation. The  U.S.  action  did,  however,  enable  the  International  Sugar  Organ- 
ization to  put  into  effect  the  contribution  fee  system,  under  which  all  free 
market  sugar  exported  from,  or  imported  into,  member  countries  must  carry 
documentation  to  show  that  a  contribution  fee  of  50  U.S.  cents  per  metric 
ton  has  been  paid  into  the  ISO's  stock  financing  fund.  This  fund  will  be  a 
source  of  loans  to  exporting  members  to  help  finance  the  holding  of  stocks, 
should  that  again  become  necessary.  It  is  not  likely  that  such  loans  will 
be  needed  for  some  time,  however,  since  members  will  not  be  required  to  hold 
stocks  again  until  world  prices  fall  below  17  cents;  this  does  not  appear 
imminent. 

The  present  agreement  is  scheduled  to  expire  at  the  end  of  1982,  so 
negotiations  to  extend  or  amend  it  will  likely  take  place  during  that  year. 
That  still  seems  a  good  distance  away,  but  present  events  in  the  sugar  world 
will  play  heavily  on  the  success  or  failure  of  those  negotiations.  Cuba, 
for  example,  has  just  had  one  bad  production  year  and  is  expected  to  have 
another  in  1980/81.  This  means  that  its  exports  are  likely  to  be  down 
during  the  period.  The  Agreement  specifically  says  a  country  has  to  perform 
to  maintain  its  basic  export  quota;  otherwise,  its  quota  has  to  be  reduced 
and  given  to  exporters  that  can  perform. 

The  ISA's  governing  Council  met  in  London  during  the  week  of  November 
17.  Probably  the  most  important  decision  made  was  to  raise  the  Agreement's 
target  price  range  by  1  cent  per  pound.  The  new  range  is  13  to  23  cents. 
Exporting  members  had  sought  a  greater  increase  while  importing  members  were 
averse  to  any  increase.  Another  Council  action  was  to  set  the  ISA  global 
export  quota  for  1981  at  14,298,000  tons.  This  will  come  into  effect  only 
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if  world  prices  fall  to  17  cents  per  pound  or  less.  Possible  EC  accession 
to  the  Agreement  was  discussed,  but  no  final  decision  was  made.  The  EC  has 
thus  far  been  cool  to  such  membership.  In  other  membership  actions, 
Bangladesh  changed  from  importer  to  exporter  status,  Zimbabwe  became  a  full 
member,  and  Portugal  withdrew  from  membership. 

The  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  will  be  in  May  1981,  but  no  firm 
dates  have  been  set.
